for a balanced 
budget are nev- 
er accompanied 
by any formula 
Lawrence 


as to bow expenses are to be cut. 
He not only is right about that, but 
it is an incontrovertible fact that 
neither the Republican nor Demo- 
cratic leadership in cither house of 
congress has ever put before the 
public a program for a balanced 
budget So. when the resident says 
business men hesitate to oflcr a 
concrete program of budget bal- 
ancing, it is for the very good rea- 
son that pressure groups deriving 
big subsidies from the government 
have been encouraged sufficiently 
to expect federal funds, and the 
congress, fearing political repris- 
als, will not do any material cut- 
ting. 
Mr. Roosevelt can ask his busi- 


ness men visitors whether they 
would cut this or that item, and 
usually, because the items have 
become political, the tendency is not 
to incur political antagonisms by 
insisting that this or that group be 
deprived of its particular subsidy. 
Even business gets subsidies in va- 
rious forms, and this makes the 
whole question of mutual sacrifice 
or concession something rather the- 
oretical hereabouts. 


Unbalanced Budget 


As to taxes, the president says 


be wants to see certain revenues 
made up if certain* taxes are re- 
duced, and he refers to the unbal- 
anced budget as the reason, but the 
logic of the situation in reply is 
that, if incentives to business will 
increase the total volume of trans- 
actions and hence the tax receipts, 
then reducing tax rates is exactly 
in line with what the president 
talks about when he urges federal 
investment or expenditure as a 
means of raising the total national 
income. 


The president's discussion of the I 


problem of tax revision is vulner- 
able from the standpoint of those! 
who feel that indirect taxes arc be- 
ing imbedded in consumer prices. 
In other words, enough evidence 
has been adduced by experts in 
taxation to prove that the presence 
of certain types of taxes on busi- 
ness results in a burden on the 
poor people, who have to buy ar- 
ticles which are higher in price 
than they would be if the tax levies 
were lessened. 


Mr. Roosevelt made no mention 


of the many ionr.*, of taxation that 
prevent business from increasing 
the national income, and especially 
of the deterrents which relate to 
business reorganizations and the 
process of rc-crcatmg capital. But 
the president was defending his ad- 
ministration against such attacks as 
"National Debt Week" and he was 
not offering a legislative program. 


The principal point which the 


president reiterated, namely, that 
he would not take a chance on re- j 
ducing federal spending on the! 
mere "hunch" that business would 
get better, is one on which most 


members of congress concur. They 
believe that until substitutes for 
public spending are in sight there 
will be little chance politically for 
members to be reelected during a 
deflationary period of budget cut* 
ting.

When Mr. Roosevelt says that 


there Is no need to worry about fu- 
ture generations paying the Interest 
on the national debt because they 
will be paying it to themselves, 
he gives some sanction to a doc- 
trine made famous by repudiation 
advocates and inflationists for cen- 
turies. There is a 
considerable 


school of thought hi America which 
says "Why pay any interest at all 
on government debt?" In Germany, 
internal debt was repudiated on 
the theory that it was owed by the 
government to the people and by 
the people to the government. 


What is overlooked is that the 


whole debt structure of the na- 
tion, private and public, Is inter- 
woven, and that, if interest on gov- 
ernment debt is going to be permit- 
ted to grow on the theory that a 
government can always 
collect 


enough to pay it, there will be lit- 
tle regard given to the sanctity of 
debt contracts involving the gov- 
ernment, because, in the end, con- 
fiscation will be necessary in order 
to get enough taxes to pay debt 


Repudiation? 


By the time future generations 


are up against the problem of pay- 
ing the debt incurred today, it may 
not be a case of paying the inter- 
est, but of repudiating it, as well as 
the principal, on the ground that 
the burden is too great to be borne. 
Outright " repudiation, 
however, 


does not need to happen. Political 
governments have in past centuries 
found it easier to devalue the mon- 
etary unit and then the purchasing 
power of their currency. Thus, if it 
be accepted that the national budg- 
et cannot be cut, and maybe busi- 
ness men would be strategically in 
a better position in the debate if 
they conceded it, the question then 
arises whether it can ever be bal- 
anced with the present price leveL 


If dollars become worth 60 cents 


in purchasing power through the 
increase in the cost of living, due 
either to lack of confidence in the 
dollar or the tremendous increase 
in taxation, then it may not matter 
some day if we have an $8,000,000.- 
000 annual budget, because this 
would be the equivalent of about a 
$5.000,000.000 budget of other years 
when the price level was lower and 
the dollar could buy more. In oth- 
er words, business can well ask. 
"All right, the budget cannot be 
cut How then can business earn 
enough to pay $8,000.000,000 in tax- 
es? What can the government do to 
help its partner—private business— 
especially when tax receipts have 
never gone beyond $6,500,000.000 a 
year at any time in our history?" 


Such a question would bring the 


two sides together to talk about the 
same things instead 
of 
different 


premises.

Clapper Holds Government's 


Big Debt Is Milk Well Spilt 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington—The Republican national committee has designated this 


as "national debt week." The fact that under Mr". Roosevelt the public 
debt rose from $22.000,000,000 to $40,000,000.000 is being branded as the 
crime of the century. 


To illustrate the magnitude of this spending—which the Republicans 


would like to have you think injured the country 
rather than helped it—the Republican national com- 
mittee set up an attractive little exhibit in a down- 
town show-window. This exhibit includes a miniature 
model of the Empire State building. Beside the model 
is the explanation that had the money which the New 
Deal has spent been devoted to construction of Em- 
pire State buildings, 940 such could have been built, 
one for practically every smaller city in the country. 


That was a very happy illustration, not for the Re- 


publican national committee, but for the New Deal's 
case. 


First, the Empire State building was constructed by 


private initiative and therefore is supposed to have 
been a highly efficient undertaking, not like govern- 


r<i,.._ ment sPendin« which is supposed to be wasteful and 
Clapper useless. Well, I'll let anyone check on the amount of 


office space that has been empty through the years in that white elephant 
of private enterprise and set it against some of the badly needed school 
wildings, hospitals, bridges, roads, playgrounds, yes and even the much 
Belabored WPA writers* projects which have produced a set of guide 
books that has just won tha praise of a committee of book publishers for 
excellence of workmanship. 


I wouldn't try to stretch the point, 


>ut would merely suggest that, just 
as private spending is not always 
sfficient, so government spending 
s not always wasteful. 
Second, the Empire State build- 


ng illustration is not a happy one 
or the reason that it was because 
private enterprise was unable to 
continue erecting Empire 
State 


uildings that the government con- 
tinued spending for construction 
wen though its tax revenues were 
falling and the money had to be 
jorrowed. 


Henry Dennison, president of the 
tennison Manufacturing Co. of 


Mass, offered some 


evealing information on this sub- 
ect to the OTdahoney temporary 
national economic committee. 


Using figures of the national re- 


sources committee, of which he is 


a member, Mr. Dennison said that, 
taking total public and private con- 
struction together, we are spending 
no more today than we did 18 years 
ago, in 1920. Total outlays for con- 
struction and maintainance, public 
and private, grew from about $8,- 
000,000.000 in 1920 to $14,000,000,000 
in 1927—and then collapsed to $4,- 
000,000,000, in 1933. It was then that 
the first Roosevelt public works 
program was begun. 


The difference between 1920 and 


now is not in the total outlay, but 
in who is doing the work. In the 
1920s, 
government 
construction 


(federal and local) amounted to 20 
:o 25 per cent of the total. Private 
industry was carrying three-fourths 
of the load. Now the government is 
carrying 40 to 50 per cent—about 
udf of the total load.

T/ic Human Difficulty 
in Washington 


Durin* this session of Congress 


there hut been prompt and effective 
action in one matter of the- great 
est importance, namely, national 
defense. On the other two major 


, 
issues, foreign policy and domes- 
tic recovery, there has been de- 
lay, division, deadlock, and national 
disunion. 


No doubt men can agree moie 


readily on the need to strengthen 
armaments than they can agree on 
a definition of what are American 
vital interests in Asia, in the Pacific, 
in South America, and in Europe. 
With the nation as a whole agree- 
ing on the need for more arma- 
ments, it is a fairly simple mat- 
ter to vote the authorizations and 
to appropfiate the funds for the 
Army and Navy. This.is easier than 
it is to agree on the level of do- 
mestic expenditures and their dis- 


, 
tribution, the character of taxes 
and their distribution. Nevertheless, 
the contrast is striking between the 
unanimity on national defense and 
the disunity on foreign policy and 
domestic recovery. 


As the disagreement sharpens and 


the deadlock hardens, the contro- 
versies over foreign affairs and do- 
mestic recovery take on the appear- 
ance of an irreconcilable conflict 
of principles. Observers who have 
to comment on these issues' find it 
more and more convenient to make 
the confusion intelligible by inter- 
preting it as a deadlock 
among 


sharply defined theories— between 
isolationism and intervention, be- 
tween spending 
and a balanced 


budget, between collectivism and 
private enterprise, and so on and so 
on. 


But this can become a misleading 


interpretation of the true situation. 
a subtle misrepresentation of what 
is actually going on which uninten- 
tionally aggravates the 
confusion 


and accentuates the disagreement. 
The truth is. I believe, that in the 
great divisions in Washington, be- 
tween the business community and 
the Administration, between New 
Dealers and Congress, the conflict 


' is primarily between men. only in- 
cidentally between their ideas. They 
have acquired the habit of disagree- 
ing. of distrusting one another, of 
trying to beat out one another, and 
in this human quarrel theories arc 
much less articles of faith than they 
are weapons in a quarrcL 
'Lack of Communication - 
Makes Problem Difficult 


Thus for example, the controlling 


fact in the whole field of American 
foreign policy is that there is no 
continuing, personal, 
confidential 


communication between Congress, 
on the one hand, the President and 
.the State Department, on the other. 
Each moves in a separate sphere. 
and there is no such thins as ef- 
fective 
communication 
between 
: 


them. 


The actual cause of the whole 
'•• 


deadlock is in this separation be- \ 
tween the two branches of govern- ; 
ment that have to collaborate if ! 
there is to be an American foreign : 
policy. Whatever debatable differ- ; 
races really exist have become mas- : 
nified out of all proportion by the 
failure of the President to take Con - 
Kress into his confidence, by the ' 
failure cf Congress to create an at- 
mosphere in which the President 
can prudently take it into his con- \ 
fidcnce. What appears to be a great . 
and solemn alignment on immense 
issues is the consequence, and not 
the cause, of the human controversy 
between Mr. Roosevelt, on the one 
hand and the Congressional leaders, 
on the other. 


They distrust each other, and they 


do not consult Because they do not 
consult, they distrust each other i 
•more and more. Because as men ' 
they have fallen into the habit of 
; 


quarreling, 
they arc 
unable as ', 


statesmen to make clear and im- 
pressive the American position in : 
this dangerous world. They sce.-n 
to be debating great policies: act- 
ually they arc conducting a feud in 
which policy is dragged in. and 
dragged down. Jo rationalize and 
justify their side of the quarrel. 
Personal Antagonism 
.Hiodicaps Progress 


This same condition is at the 


bottom of the paralyzing conflict 
between the Administration and the 
business community. There is noth- 
ing in all the elaborate analyses 
and theories being propounded "and ' 
debated before Senator OTWahon- : 
cy's committee, or elsewhere among 
the articulate inhabitants of Wash- i 
ington. in which discerning and pa- i 
ticnt men could not find a working \ 
agreement on the r.cxt practical 
*tcps to be taken. It is not principle 
Jhat divides the main body of the 
New Dealers from Congress" or from 
thernain mass of the people. It i= . 
personal antagonism. And it is th'»^ 
personal antagonism which causes 
both sides to acccntualc all their 
differences and to ignrrc all that 
they could agree upon. 


It is idle to ask whether the one 


side or the other is temperament- 
ally the more irreconcilable. For cv-

THE COST OF GOVERNMENT LEAPS 


One little item impressed upon the 


view by a recent act of congress shows 
how the cost of government has a con- 
stant tendency to grow much faster than 
the ability of the people to pay for it. 


Forty-five years ago members of con- 


gress were allowed an average of $500 per 
year for clerk hire. But recently they 
have voted to fix the sum at $6500 a year. 


During that period of nearly half a 


century the wages of the worker has mul- 
tiplied by about four, not more than five. 
The average cost of living has increased in 
just about the same proportion. Congress- 
men therefore should be able to establish 
a pressing necessity for exacting from 
the public treasury more than $2,000 to 
$2,500 a year for clerk hire. 


Instead of multiplying this allowance 


by four or five it has been multiplied by 
13.- And if you will travel through all the 
departments of government, particular- 
ly those that have or have had influence, 
the budgetary figures will often be found 
far beyond 13 times what they were when 
common labor was about $1.00 a day.

war. 
They could travel faster, and 


were not such large target*. Hun' 
dreds of planes were used by both 
(ides, for bombing and for fight- 
ing battles in the air. 


The first two years of the war 


were famed for "knights of the 
air." Aviators took part in single 
combats with the enemy. 


If a pilot shot down five or more 


enemy "planes, he was classed as an 
"ace."- Some aviators destroyed 
dozens* of planes. 


At rtcht, Gnjoneyer, French aviator 


who broarht down 53 enemy air- 
planes in World war. A French 
general la shaking hands with 
him. 
A German named Richtofen had 


the highest record. He was given 
credit for 80 victories. 
Close be- 


hind him was Fonck, a Frenchman 
with 75 victories, also Bishop, a 
British flyer with 72 victories. 


Another Frenchman, Guymeyer, 


won in 53 air duels, but was him- 
self brought to the ground eight 
times. Since he escaped with his 
life tie first seven times, he was 
given tlje name • of 'Miraculous 
Guymeyer." The eighth time he 
was brought down, he met his end. 


Some single combats took place 


in later years of the war, but by 
that time ft was clear that the saf- 
est way to carry on air battles was 
in company. 
One plane against 


three or four was nearly sure to 
lose. 


In 1916 there were few pilots who 


would make a long trip without at 
least one or two airplanes along- 
side. Later the planes went out in 
groups of at least five or 10. Near 
the end of the war, there were air- 
plane fleets of 50 or 60 members. 


In the first year of the World 


war, aviators carried rifles, revol- 
vers and hand grenades, even shot- 
guns. They did not, however, have 
machine guns in their planes. 


In the summer of 1915. both sides 


began to mount machine guns in 
airplanes. At first, these were fired 
toward the rear, and a plane had to 
go ahead of the enemy to be able to 
strike. 


Soon the British made war air- 


planes with the propeller behind. 
the "pusher" type of plane. -and in 
thrse the machine guns could be 
fifed in a forward direction. At 
about the same time, the Germans 
brought out. their Fokker mono- 
planes: in these, the propellers -were 
in front, but the machine guns 
worked so the bullets went past the 
propeller 
without striking 
the 
blade. 


First one side, then the other, 


won greater power in the air dur- 
ing the World war. In the last year,

planes gave the British and the 
French the upper hand in this field.
